‘owish. So are the teachings of the supremacy of the God- 
siven human personality and the dignity of the individual 
human soul. So is the summons to Peace. And so, in utter 
‘ruth, the carJinal doctrine of the brotherhood of man and the 
‘itherhood of God—* Have we not all one father? Hath not 
one Gold ereated us?” eried the Hebrew prophet of old!

The generation which still 
controls our destinies is girf with responsibilities. Is it also 
armed with insight and justice? Above all, does it appre- 
ciate to the full its duty towards its youth who are 
being called to play a man’s part in the years to come ? 
A great Fund has been launched to help the young generation 
grow up into worthy British citizens and good Jews, The 
response will be a measure of our own sense of responsibility. 
But more, far more, than th’s is in issue. * Democracy,” said 
Mr. BALDWIN, "is looking to you to-day for the leadership of the 
next generation.’ Are we, the elders, supplying that leadership 
in the clubs, and in all our other Youth movements—or are we 
“asleep on our watch"? And, finally, how are we taking the 
admonition to protect democracy in whatever part of the Empire 
we may live"? If democracy is right for a nation it cannot be 
wrong for its constituent element, the Community. If it is wise 
and proper to salute the democratic principle, it cannot be super- 
wise tosnecr at, deride, and obstruct it. We cannot be democrats 
and non-democrats both.

With reference to your remarks in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE under 
the caption of ‘By Car to Synagogue,” it may interest you to know 
that in a book of Responsa recently published by Rabbi Uziel, 
of Tel-Aviv, there is a discussion on the question of clectrical 
locomotion on the Sabbath, and the learned Kabbi comes to the con- 
clusion that there could be no prohibition to ride to Synagogue on a 
Sabbath in an electric car. The following is a translation of his fnal 
words: “In a place where the majority of the inhabitants are non 
Jews it is permissible for Jews to ride in cars conducted by non-Jews 
within the city, provided no moncy passes for the purchase of a 
ticket on the Sabbath or Festival, and the riding ts only forthe purpose 
of going to Synagogue, or to perform another Mitirch, not for mere 
pleasure or, needless to say, for business purposes.’

‘the remarkable statement that he was not in the least surprised to 
learn later, from Mr. Asquith, how in his Cabinet, when some 
difficulty seemed to defy solution, all eves would be found to 
converge upon Samuel, who, drawing ‘from his pocket the small 
notebook and stub of pencil that were to become familiar from Dan 
to Beersheba, would never fail to supply the acceptable formula.

Some of His Services 

i can well remember Sir Herbert's tenures of high office in this 
country. As Postmaster-General be was full of the spirit of enter- 
prise, and new ideas flowed from him in a continuous and refreshing 
stream. As Home Secretary, he piloted through the House of 
Commons the Children’s Bill, a comprehensive statute which 
gathered together a number of provisions for the safeguarding of 
the juvenile population. It wore,.if my recollection be correct, an 
air of novelty and experiment at that time, but it was a step 
forward in social reform, worthy of a Jewish Secretary of State. I 
am reminded, too, in this connection, of the devoted work which Sir 
Herbert put in as the Chairman of the Royal Commission on the 
Coal Industry (1025-26). A few years ago, after Sir Herbert 
had left the National Government and withdrawn with his 
party into opposition, | beard him say, at a public meeting, 
that the thing which he most regretted in making that move 
was the fact that he could no longer have the opportunity and the 
satisfaction of doing useful and constructive service to the State, 
or words to that effect. At a time when Jewish participation in 
public affairs is apt to be cavilled at by some small-minded men, 
this record. of public service, which could, of course, be greatly 
augmented, is surely something to bear in mind,

Blackshirt Flag Burned at Bournemouth 


Fascist Resigns After Demonstration 


A erowd of between 500 and 600 people demonstrated outside a 
1ouse in Christchurch, Bournemouth, where the Hag of the B.U.F. 
was flying beneath the Union Jack from a seeond-storey window on 
luesday evening of last week. 

rhe flags were flown by Mr. Ernest Hall, who described himself as 
loader of the Fascist movement in Christchurch. He stood inside the 
“pen window above the flag armed with a heavy window sash weight. 
He declined to respond to the crowd's demand that the Fascist flag 
should be removed. The crowd shouted: “Let us tear it down.” 
hey surged forward, but no one took the initiative. A Bournemouth 
tseist in the crowd made an appeal to Mr. Hall, and the offending 
lag was eventually removed. Five police officers were at the scene. 

The trouble started the night before when nearly 300 people 
kuthered outside the house and demanded the withdrawal of the flag. 
Mr. Hall declined, and one of the crowd fetched a ladder, placed it 
ist the wall and tore the flag down. It was then burnt in the 
ames while the crowd sang “God Save the King.” 

hen another Fascist flag was put out by Mr. Hall the next 


evening, the crowd that gathered was double the size of the previous 
night. 

In an interview with the local newspaper, Mr. Hall declared that 
he was determined, after Monday night's incident, that the flag should 
be flown. “I stood at the window with a sash weight in my hand,” 
he said, “and I warned the police that I would hit anyone who 
attempted to drag it down....1 have now sent the Fascist flag back 
to the Bournemouth branch of the British Limon ot Fascists and have 
resigned my membership of the organisation,” he admutted. 

Dunng Tuesday mght’s demonstration, the Bournemouth. 
Southampton road was temporarily blocked and traftic was held up.

MOSES HES>5 

It is 125 years since Moses Hess, one of the first to herald the 
rebirth of the Jewish people, was born. Ib is also 100 years since 
his first important work, “The Holy History of Humanity,” by a 
disciple of Spinoza, was published, and it is seventy-live years since 
* Rome and Jerusalem” made its appearance. 

A writer in the HAINT (Warsaw) examines the various vicissitudes 
Hess underwent between ** The Holy History of Hamanity,” in which he 
endeavoured to unite the philosophic systems of Hegel and Spinoza, until 
ISG? when he wrote “ Rome and Jerusalem,” a work composed in the 
form of letters to a woman friend and devoted mainly to Jewish 
problems, Jewish religion, ethics and Jewish national aspects. In 
this work Hess expounded his general views on history, mankind, and 
his attitude towards social and national problems, In unmistakable terme 
he writes of the redemption of the Jewish people and their rebirth in thei, 
own country. He even submitted plans for the realisation of the settl 
ment of the Jews in Palestine, ana Lave a polemical turn toany Opposition 
to the plans. The writer re ills the preface in ** Rome and Jerusalem 
wherein Hess says that after baving been alienated for twenty years from 
his people, from their mem ries and hopes, and from their spiritual 
struggles within themselves and with the cultures of their neighbours, 
he was now returning. He himself had. believed that all those feelings 
aml memories had already been stifled: yet the Jewish national ilea, the 
heritage of bis ancestors, the Holy Land and the eternal city, irrevocably 
bound up with the Jewish faith and unity, was actively alive in him, 

It is not surprising, the writer continues, that” home and Jerusalem 
eaused such a sensation seventy-five years ago both in the Jewish and 
non-Jewish worlds. It was‘attacked on all sides, and notably so among 
the founders of Reform Judaism. Geiger charactcrised Hess as an “* old 
romantic with new reactionary plans.” . The assimilationist Jews of that 
period did their utmost to deride the ilea of the national rebirth of the 
Jewish people Many of the Reform Jews whoembraced Christianity found 
themselves particularly hit by Hess's observation that baptism is no solution 
to the hatred towards the Jews, ** The Germans,’ he wrote, “ hate less ih 
religion of the Jews than the race: they hate less their faith than their 
noses,” and he added that neither reform nor bap ism nor full emancipa 
tion was likely to open fully the gates of social life to the Jews. Most 


remarkable, perhaps, is the fact that Lless, like many other later thinkers, 
revarded Western Liuropean Jews as an almost withered branch of Jewry, 
and he directed his appeal to the milhons of Jows in hbastern lurope to 


carry the Jewish flag aloft; the Eastern European Jews, he thought, had 
in them the living seed which would yteld fruit,

JEWISH AUTONOMOUS CULTURE IN ESTONIA 

A review of ten years’ Jewish eultural autonomy in the smal! 
Baltic State Estonia is given in an artic'e in the YIDDISHE STIMME 
ihovno), 

The Jews in that conntry, the writer says, have not had the advan 
tages of the Jewish population in other Eastern European centres. Both 
the old and the new Jewish traditional cultures have left no dee PP pres 
sion. fonsequentiy, when the Jews in Estonia obtained their national 
autonomy ten years ago it became necessary to lay the foundations for a 
national culture and to create an atmosphere capable of growing and 
developing. With the limited possibilities. and modest forces at their 
disposal, the writer continues, they succeeded, during the decade, in 
creating a fairly sound basis of Jewish national cu'tuce. Ten years 
ago, the Jewish youth in that small State was almost entirely assimilated ; 
the Jewish book was sealed toe them To-day, over 300 Jowish children 
attend daily Ilcbrew schools and reeccive instruction in Jewish history 
and literature, 

JUDAISM WITHOUT HEBREW MEANS DECADENCE 

Discussing the importance of the Hebrew book to all classes of 
Jews, the ToG (New York) says some are prone to think that the 
Hebraists are exaggerating the place of Hebrew in Jewish life. 

Those who think so, continues the. paper, seem to be ynder the 
delusion that it's possible to maintain Jewish life without Hebrew. Even 
a cursory v.ew of Jewish history proves they are mistaken, or a 
Judaism without Hebrew is like a tree without roots; it cannot stan 
for any length of time. Sooner or later it must fall and deeay. 
Alexandrian Judaisin,.: which was the first to substitute Greek 
for Hebrew, laste! for some time and disappeared, In subse 
quent ages. similar experiments were tried to put Arabic, Latin, 
French, and German in the place of Ilebrew. They all failed. ‘To 
the extent that maste rpieces written in those languages were translated 
into the Hebrew language, they becamea part of the Jewish heritage, but 
to that extent only. Those Jewries, as well as individuals who abjured 
Hebrew completely, cut themselves off from the stream of Jewish tradi 
tion and disappeared. A Judaism without Hebrew is merely an invitation 
to Jewish extinction, 

On the cultural side, the article goes on, it may be said that the know- 
ledge of Hebrew is a key not only to the Jewish treasure-house of the 
past, but also to the Jewish creative mind of our own day. Some of our 
most authentic cultural contributions have been rendered in Hebrew not 
only in Palestine but in other countries as well. Few know that there 
are In America some of the finest lvrie ~voices singing in Hebrew. ‘To bo 
ab'e to follow them and to appreciate them is to share in the Jewish 
spirit, Surely Palestine is unintelligible except in Hebrew terms. Even 
Yiddish cannot be learned thoroughly without assimilating a large portion 
of the Hebrew vocabulary, A Jew without Hebrew is like a man with 
one eye. The vision is blurred no matter how strong the wilkto see or 
how perfect the aid of the eyeglasses used.

Pogrom Riots in Eastern Poland 


Mob Runs Amuck in Brest-Litovsk 
SIXTEEN HOURS REIGN OF TERROR 


Many Jews Injured 
[From our Correspondent —Warsaw ] 


No fewer than fifty Jews were injured and hundreds of Jewish 
shops and houses pillaged and demolished in Brest-Litovsk, Eastern 
Poland, in the course of wild rioting which broke out last Friday. 
The rioting followed a tragic incident in which a policeman was 
fatally injured and a Jewish butcher named Szczerkowsky shot in 
ihe leg. According to reports, the policeman had called at Szczer- 
kowsky's shop to remove a quantity of meat which the Jewish 
butcher had illegally slaughtered. An altercation ensued, the Jew 
arguing that he had the right to possess and sell the meat and 
promising to produce a licence. There was a scuffle and the 
policeman received an injury. 

Immediately the news of the affair spread abroad, the anti- 
Semites seized upon the pretext for attacking Jews. Special 
messengers sent hurriedly to neighbouring villages brought 
thousands of peasants flocking into Brest, ready primed for the work 
of destruction. Armed with sticks and iron bars the mob went 
from shop to shop, leaving none undamaged, looting, pillaging, 
destroying anything that belonged toa Jew. Ia some streets not 
n single Jewish shop escaped, while even Jewish houses were 
broken into and their inhabitants assaulted. The Jewish popu- 
lation barricaded themselves indoors. . 

The riots lasted from early morning until long after midnight: 
in the meantime the Jews sent frantic telephone appeals to the 
Jewish Parliamentary Club in Warsaw, and Deputy Dr. Sommerstein 
hastened to the Minstry of the Interior to ask for police reinforce- 
ments to be sent. Even after order had been eventually established, 
the Jews still kept indoors for fear of further attacks. 

Nearly one hundred persons were arrested. 


Wild Onslaught on Jewish Property 


Apart from the number of wounded, the amount of damage 
lone is enormous. Eye-witnesses state that almost the entire 
feowish population of 15,000 (the town's population is 45,000) are com. 
pletely ruined. In one case a Jewish house, so reports the anti. 
Jewish Gontec, was demolished in fifteen minutes. The attackers 
paid special attention to destroying account books in Jewish shops, 
in order to annihilate all records of money owing. *“ Brest,’ com. 
ments the GONIEC laconically, is now without debts.” The anti- 
Semitic WIECZOR WARSZAWSKI boasts that the crowd was allowed to 
rule over the Jews in Brest for sixteen hours undisturbed, and 
praises tue police for their attitude. “Nowhere,” it declares, “ did 
i. come to a clash between the rioters and the police.” 

The rioters seem to have worked according to plan. Their first 
‘ep was to demolish Jewish shops in the neighbourhood of non. 
Jewish shops, which were thus freed from competitors. As soon as 
the leaders saw that the crowd was getting tired of wreaking havoc 
someone would get up and make a speech to “ warm them up” and 
persuade them to “coutinue the good work.” 

The event has let loose an amazing Press outburst against the 
Jews, an outburst in which official organs are not behindhand. As 
in the Middle Ages, all Jews are made to suffer for the act, still 
unverified, of a single Jew. ‘Typical was the semi-ofticial KURJER 
PORANNY, now the organ of the anti-Semitic nationalist wing of the 
Government. It wrote: “The Jewish problem in Poland has 
entered on a drastic phase,” and it warned the Jews “that the con- 
sequences of Jewish provocation would ultimately fall on the heads 
of the Jews themselves.” 


New Attacks Feared 


As if there had not been suflicient suffering for the Jews in one 
week, further reports of riots reached Warsaw from Grabow, Central 
Poland, where Jews were attacked and injured and many shops 
pillaged and demolished. Iu Miedzrzece, too, anti-Jewish riots 
occurred. In Juri Jampolski, near Lemberg, a Jew named Neufeld 
was murdered and his wife injured by hooligans, aud the houses of 
other Jews iu the neighbourhood attacked, In hamionka Strumilowa, 
« number of Jewish houses were burned down, 

And this week opened with fresh reports of attacks on 
Jews in localities near Brest. Every indication points to the 
likelihood of even graver incidents in the future. Many Jews ere 
Heeing into the cities. It is pointed out, ominously, that the 
Governor of Polesie is the same person who was District Governor 
in Radom when the pogrom in Przytyk broke out in March last year. 
Deputy Sommerstein has visited Brest, and a local Relief Committee 
has been formed. To-day, Brest looks like a beleaguered town, 
patrolled by fully-armed police keeping out the crowds who seek 
‘oenter. All visitors must show a speciul pass. 


The local Mayor and Town Council have issued an appeal to the 
Population to maintain order and not allow themselves to be incited 
by anti-Jewish agitators. “ We emphatically protest against the initial 
tnurder,” the appeal states, “and we deplore the fact that citizens 
have allowed themselves to be carried away to such an extent as to be 
involved in the pillaging and destruction of property. We earnestly 


entreat all sections of the population to live as good neighbours.” 

It is stated that 60 per cent. of those arrested for complicity in 
the excesses have been previously convicted. 

The Federation of Polish Jews in America has sent a protest 
against the pogrom to the Polish Ambassador, Count Potocki, 
describing it as “a frightful attempt to hold Polish Jewry responsible 7 
for a murder committed by an individual. 

The supreme Tribunal has revised the verdicts passed on Jewsin con. 
nection with the pogrom in Przytyk in March last year. One Jew named 
Frydman, who was previously sentenced on one count to five-and-half 
years’ imprisonment and on another to eight months’ imprisonment, was 
found by the Tribunal to be not guilty on the first count, and will therefore 
soon be freed. Two other Jews are to undergo a further trial, 


RUMANIA 
Racial Mania Seeks New Victims 


Ousting Jews from the Professions 


Last week's infamous decision by the Union of Rumanian lawyers 
to adopt the “Aryan Paragraph” pales into insignificance beside a 
proposal adopted this week by the Federation of Kumanian Free 
Professional Associations in support of the elimination from the 
professions of all national minorities suchas Jews, Hungarians, and 
Germans. The Federation includes all the official Trade Unions of 
tumanian doctors, lawyers,. professors, engineers, pharmacists, 
teachers, artists. and scientists. 

The Federation calls for the application of the ethnical 
principle in all the professions and the establishment of means for 
ensuring the promotion of the Rumanian ethnical element ; the 
transformation of the capital invested in the country into Rumanian 
capital by means of an arrangement between the Government and 
the National Bank; the revision of all post-War naturalisations, 
including those made on the basis of the Peace Treaties; and the 


revision of all post-War diplomas by which the bearers are authorised 


to practise a profession. For the resolution to become legally 
effective it would be necessary to change the Constitution, which 


' provides that all citizens have equal rights irrespective of race or 


creed. However, as the MorninG Post points out, sections of the 
resolution may be put into effect in an arbitrary manner. 

in an interview civen to the Press by the Minister of Commerce 
and Industry, M. Pop, who is a notorious anti-Semite, he described 
the Government plan for establishing a numcrus clausns in industrial 
and commercial concerns for “‘“non-ethnic” Kumanians as a very 
moderate one. He added that the Government was determined to 
“ethnic” Rumanians priority in employment. The Government 
would carry out its plan by legal means, but it would enforce it with a firm 
band.

New Hope for. the Blind 


Jewish Scientists Remarkable Experiments 
HEARING AS SUBSTITUTE FOR SIGHT

Kducators of the blind have up till now made every effort to 
develop the sense of touch in their patients and pupils. 
sensitive ting: r-tips were made as fur as possible to redress the 
lac: ‘of eyesight. The Braille system of reading and writing for the 
blind depends upon the sense of touchy and so far apparently no 
of training any other organ of perception to a high 
degree of sensitiveness in order to recompense for defections of sight. 

Dr. Friedrich Mansfeld, a Jewish phvsician of Vienna. who has 
himself been blind since the age of eight, has evolwed a new theory 
and systein of training based on his observation that the sense of 
hearing can be used as an auxiliary sense to a far greater extent 
than the sense of touch. Dr. Mansfeld, who has been conducting his 
experiments under the auspices of Professor Karl Buehler, a noted 
psychologist of Vienna University, claims that a sense of calculating 
distance and the nature of materials by sound develops easily in a 
blind man and still more easily in a child that has been born blind. 
Materials all have their characteristic sounds: wood, metal, glass, 
stone, texti'les—all echo approaching footsteps with a different 
fimbre in each case. 

Thus Dr. Mansfeld has trained himselfand teaches his pupils to 
dis inguish the sounds of various materials by ear. A _ blind man. 
trained to observe according to Dr. Mausfeld's system, may walk 
the streets without danger and even with the pleasure that ‘comes 
of appraising the phenomena of the outside world. He will not 
only recognise the approach of automobiles, trams, carriages, ete., and 
be able to judge their distance and direction with enough accuracy 
to ensure his safety, but will know in advance when he is 
approaching steel rails, be able to discern whether stone. glass, or 
metal predominates in the building he is passing, or obtain a con. 
ception of the character of the landscape, whether forest, meadow, or 
garden, by means of the sounds with which his footsteps are re-echoed.

“Sound Pictures” 
The detection of shape by means of hearing is a further step 
in Dr. Mansfeld’s experiments. He asserts that through the 
“sound perception” of distance, size, and material, the well-trained 
blind man perceives in dim outline the shape of the object that 
echoes his footsteps. Dr. Mansfeld calls this outline “ Hoerhuelse ” 


(“sound jacket’), and says that it gives a conception of the object 
similar to that obtained by a sighted man of a shrouded statue. 
The outline is not clear, but the sbape can be guessed approxi- 
mately, and thus “sound pictures” of the outside world may be 
obtained. 

At the moment, experiments conducted by Professor Buehler 
and Dr. Mansfeld are in progress at the Jewish Asylum for Blind 
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Children in Vienna, and the children are bving taught in groups to 
iliscern the typical sounds of various materials, to judge shape, size 
nnd distance by sound, Dr. Mansfeld is now preparing a book that 
will explain his theory and give an account of the results of his 


experiments.

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United Synagogue Fellowship 


‘A Powerful Force in Young Jewry’ 


Presentation to Dr. E. Bernstein 


A presentation was made last week, at the Jewish Institute, 
Mulberry Street, to Dr. E. Bernstein, by the United Synagogue 
Fellowship, in recognition of his services. 

In making the presentation, Mr. 8S. KLEIN, the Treasurer of the Fellow- 
ship, said the members of the United Synagogue Fellowship took aspecial 
delight in honouring Dr. Bernstein, who for twenty years had given such 
selfless, devoted, aud conscientious service to the youth of the Com- 
munity. Mr. Klein briefly cnumerated the activities of Dr. Dernstein. 
In 1917 Dr. Bernstein became an officcrin the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, in 
which he had long service as a boy and as a warrant officer. lo 1919, in 
co-operation with Dr. Israel Feldman, he founded the Hagodol Social 
Club which, meeting in the Jewish Institute, became one of the most 
active of Jewish Men's Clubs. The Jewish Institute, in September, 1930, 
was given the character ofa Settlement by the United Synagogue; and 
Dr. Bernstein was appointed its Warden. Dr. Bernstein on its inaugura- 
tion, said that the ideal of the Jewish Institute would be a ** Temple of 
Service,” and he had been signally successful in pursuing this ait, 

In 1932 the United Synagogue Fellowship was founded by Dr. Bern. 
stein in conjunction with Mr. Ernest The Fellowship was the 
culmination of Dr. Bernstein's life-work. ‘The fifth year of its existence 
found it more flourishing than ever. Many thousands of young men and 
women of Fast London were influenced by it with its dominant feature, 
Jewish observance. ‘The remarkable success of the movement was a 
tribute to the inspiring work done by Dr. Bernstein. 

Mr. Klein referred alsoto Dr. Bernstein's excellent work at the Jews’ 
ree Scho since his nt as headmaster of the Bows’ School in 
esl. Ile bad also founded the Jews’ Free School Boys” Club. which was 
doing extremely important work under the direction of the Kev. Ss. Isaacs. 

it was in theircapacity as fricnds who cntertained the highest opinion 
of Dr. Bernstcin’s work. concluded the “pi aker, that the United Synago_ue 
Fellowship desired to pay tribute with this presentation. 

Mr. A. MARGRETT associated himself with Mr. Klein's remarks and 
referred tothe Jewish Lads’ Brigade Old Boys’ Clab, founded in-1914, 
from which the Hagodol Social Club had crown. | Practically the whole of 
the members of the J.L.B. Old Boys Club went to serve with H.A. forces, 
and when the survivors returned after-the War they continued their work 
for the Hagodol Secial Club, 

Dr. BERNSTEIN, in reply, expressed his appreciation of the sentiments 
conveyed to him. Ie had always felt proud of the wonderful loyalty of 
ail who had worked with him, and among the most devoted of all such 
helpers was Mr. Kicin. The Fellowship concerned itself with the young 
aduits, whose every act and thought profoundly affected the Community. 

In its work the Fellowship was investing the lives of the Community's 
young pe ople with an atmosphere in which the finest clements of Jewish 
thought and Koglish life flourished best. Dr Bernstein a tribute to 
Miss Netta Lee, the Hlon. Secretary of the Fellowship, and to the band of 
workers whose devoted sefvices had made the Fellowship so powerful a 
force in young Jewry. 

A letter was read by Mr. Klein from Mr. John Lewis, Chairman of thé 
Welfare Committee of the United Synagogue, in which he paid tribute to 
Dr. Bernstein's work for the youth of the Community,

In connection with the Richmond .District Synagogue, a scheme was 
approved for the acquisition and adaptation of a fine freehold building in 
Sheen Road, Richmond (hitherto used as a chapel) at a cost of £6,000, 
The project would have the advantage of making available for the con- 
tregation a much larger building with a separate gallery for the ladies 
and considerably improved classrooms which, by the removal of partitions, 
could also be used for communal gatherings, 

The acquisition of a house immediately adjoining the West Ham 
District Synagogue was approved, it being intended to utilise it mainly as 
a Minister's residence; it was considered that it would also serve as a 
useful reserve for future development, if necessary. 

Applications were considered from the Upton Park Associate Syna- 
gogue and the Hampstead Garden Suburb (A fiiliated) for enrol. 
ment as District Synagogues. In connection with the latter, a scheme 
for extension was submitted, to cost about f? OOO. The extension would 
provide additional accommodation for about 200 worshippers, and would 
at. the Same time make available also additional classrooms. Both 
applications were approved by the Couneil, subject to confirmation by the 
Council of the United Synagogue and to the disposal of various details,

Stamford Hill Talmud Torah 
New Building Urgently Needed 
{[COMMUNICATED] 


Last week the annual meeting of the Stamford Hill Talmud Torah 
was held. Mr. M. Golker, who presided, referred to the loss which the 
Institution had sustained during the year in the passing away of Mrs. 
Charkbam, Mrs. 8. I. Rosenbloom, Mrs. Levy and Mr, A. Beckman, all of 
whom had been great supporters of the Talmud Torah movement. Mr. 
Golker said that the classes had been re-arranged. Whereas previously 
they had only six they now had seven classes, and the number of pupils 
had increased by at least thirty. The Friday evening and Sabbath morning 
services were flourishing, and they had established a Minyan conducted 
by the boys under the direction of the Headmaster, Mr. M. Ellman. At 
least 75 per cent. of the pupils of the Talmud Torah were present on both 
Friday evening and Saturday morning. The Chairman expressed appre 
ciation to the members of the Beth Hamedrash for their supp»it of tie 
Talmud Torah by donating £173 during the year; and to the Ladies’ Help 
Society, which had given £25 each to the Building Fand and to tho 
Talmud Torah. The Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes and tho 
‘Talmud Torah Trust were thanked for the grants to the Institution. 

The Chairman laid stress with regret on the fact that the Federation 
of Synagogues, had not yet, for the second year, given a grant to 
the Talmud Torah Trust. Because of the withholding of that mouey the 
Stamford Hill Talmud Torah, together with the twenty-one other Talmud 
‘Torahs of the Federation, felt the loss considerably, and be appealed to 
the Hon. Officers of the Federation to contribute substantially to the 
Talmud Torah Trust to enable it financially to assist those Talmud 
‘Torahs which needed help. During the past seven months members 
of the Beth Hamedrash had donated no less than £250 towards the 
Building Fund; and the Appeal Committee, formed under the chair- 
manship of Mr. A. Ek. Magen, had successfally run a function which had 
brought in over £400. That, together with other grants and donations, 
added the Chairmau, had brought the Building Fund to date to over £700. 
The Talmud Torah was in need of a suitable building which, it was 
estimated, would cost no less than £10,009, Concluding, Mr. Golker 
tendered his thanks to the Rav, Dr. E. W. Kirzner, to Mr. M. Ellman, 
the Headmaster, and to the teaching staff.

Last week, the PALESTINE REVIEW dubbed the grant of the 
Schedule as illustrative of the distortion of a main principle of the 
Mandate in practice. It is impossible to regard the Government's 
action in any other way in the light of the genuine needs of 
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Palestine Jewry for more and more men not for sentimental 
reasons, but for the maintenance of the present economic structure, 
let alone its expansion. 

So long as the princip'e of the economic absorptive capacity of 
Palestine is regarded by the authorities as something to be subjected 
to the arbitrary dictates of political considerations, it will be 
impossible for any having the fulfilment of the obligations of the 
Mandate at heart to become reconciled to the method of its discharge 
by the British Government.

Arab Intrigues 


One exwuple of the intmgues against which the Enur Abdullah 
has been contending, owing to lus alleged sympathy with British poley 
and Ziemist expansionist auns for Jewish settlement in Transjerdan, 
was afforded over the recent Syno-Turkish dispute. The Mufti, it is 
alleged, sent elussarics to thie Nationalist leaders at Damascus, at the 
height of the Alexandretta Sanjak conflict, suggesting as a solution 
that. France. should be urged to hand over Alexandretta to Turkey 
lock, stock, and barrel and then obtain the pernussion of Great Brita 
and the League of Nations to annex Transjordan to the Republic ot 
Syria (which would mean dethroning the Emur Abdullah) as a eon- 
cession !

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Partition a Danger to Britain 
Mr. Neville Laski’'s Outspoken Warning 
“ Palestine Suffering from Absence of Government ” 


An address on Palestine was delivered recently by Mr. Neville 
Laski, K.C., at the Bonar Law Memorial College, Ashridge. 

In a comprehensive political, social, and economic survey of 
the country, Mr. Laski began by tracing its political history since 
the Mandate. He emphasised the two significant moves made by 
the British Government to whittle down the terms of the Mandate 
by the closing of Transjordan to Jewish immigration in 1922, and 
by the introduction of the economic absorptive capacity as a 
criterion of Jewish immigration. 

Referring to economic development, the speaker showed the 
importance of a-dynamic approach. New methods of cultivation, 


country is ample testimony tothe Jew as a manual labourer,” he said. 

In a well-documented and reasoned section he refuted the 
charge that Jewish immigration leads to Arab displacement. 
indeed, he demonstrated how the intensive exploitation of Palestine’s 
natural resources had rendered the country able to support not only 
many more ews, but also many more Arabs, 

Continuing, Mr. Laski spoke of British tmterests in Palestine. 
He indicated how important Palestine had become for the British, 
from the point of view of aerial, naval, and military strategy and 
also of Imperial communications. He showed that such interests 
could be best safeguarded by a strong and energetic Jewish com. 
munity. Emphasising the need for strong government in Palestine, 
he said, regretfully: “At the moment Palestine is suffering not from 
bad government, but from absence of government.” 

Hle refused to believe that the Pan-Arab Movement was strong, 
or that the neighbouring Arab States would be aroused if the British 
Government took a firm line in implementing the Mandate, 

Referring to the rumoured proposal of partition, Mr. Laski said 
he hoped there was no substance to the rumour, because he thought 
that if the proposal were acted upon, it would certainly lower 
British prestige in the East, and would be an abrogation of British 
promises to Jews. Moreover, it would be an abject capitulation to the 
demands of a handful of Arab agitators, and would be the clearest 
possible admission that those agitators could always get satisfaction 
of their demands by the use of armed force. He reminded his 
listeners that any change in the Mandate would have to be ratified

PROSPECTS FOR DEVELOPMENT

The following bulletin on the prospects of British trade with

Information now 
possession of the Chamber appears to indicate that there may be 
possibilities for Lancashire manufacturers who have not 
nitherto been aware of the fact or for any reason have not directed their 
attention to the market. On the other hand, a general increase in trade 
depends upon the settlement of well-known political problems, the cessa- 
tion of unrest, the resumption of immigration, and an increase in the 
value of the exportable surplus of produce. 

The market is strongly competitive, as all eountries——by reason of the 
terms of the Mandate—are on an equal footing in exporting to Palestine. 
lf the total imports into the country im 1936, amounting to nearly 
£ 14,000,000, the United Kingdom supplied £2,750,000, or 19.9 per cent. 
Government and military stores, Iraq Petroleum Company's purchases 
and inmigrants’ effects are included in these figures, and if these items 
are excluded the United Kingdom percentage of the rest was only 10.9 
per cent. 

Trade has inevitably been affected by the disturbances which broke 
cut im April, 1936, and the subsequent fall in the rate of immigration and 
lessening of ‘building ‘and other agtivities, together with — political 
uncertainty. A further handicap to British trade, as well as to Palestine 
industries, is the fact that immigrants into the country from Germany 
have been compelled to transfer their capital in the form of goods instead

Histadrut and Revisionists Reach Agreement 
PROPORTIONATE DISTRIBUTION OF JOBS

It was a wise step that led to the conclusion of an agreement 
Federation 
(Histadrut) and the National Labour Association, the Revisionist body, 
in Tel-Aviv last week for the creation of a joint emploviment exchange 
for the distribution of jobs on a fixed proportionate scale. 

The agreement is good for a year and will at first be applied to 
public works and building construction in. Tel-Aviv, later embracing 
other spheres of labour activity and extending to the other main towns 
and Jewish villages. Actually the proposal emanated from Mr. Pinchas

The most significant part of the new arrangement is that the 
Revistonists have agreed not to send. strike-breakers to places where 
there is a stoppage owing to a labour dispute. Whatever one’s attitude 
towards strikes in Jewish Palestine, there are few. who condone the 
eonthets the labourers . consequent strike-breaking. thot 
so much, perhaps, for the principle of social organtsation. involved as 
lor the oiven to non-Jews by the tact ot Jewish frorhit- 
ing.

Feeling Against Mufti Grows 
RISE OF THE NASHASHIBI FACTION 


Continuifg his campaign against the Mufti, Issa Bendak, Mayor 
of Bethlehem, suggests in his paper, SAouT AL CHAAB, the holding 
of a ballot to elect a new Arab Supreme Committee. 

The movement against the Mufti, inconceivable only a few 
weeks ago, is now progressing rapidly following news inthe press 
regarding the possibility of partitioning Palestine and nominating 
the Emir Abdullah hing of Transjordania and the Arab part of 
Palestine. This news, at present unconfirmed, has strengthened 
the position of the Nashashibi party, which is now trying to regain 
its freedom of action. 

The Agence d'Orient has learned from an Arab source that a 
list of “members of the first Cabinet of King Abdullah” is being 
circulated among Arabs in Jerusalem. In this list Ragheb Bey 
Nasbashibi is named as President of the Council : his nephew, 
fakhri, Minister of Labour and Commerce ; Suleiman Bey Toukan, 
Mayor of Nablus, Minister for the Interior: Hassan Sidki Dajani, 
Minister of Public Works; and Hilmi Pasha, Director of the Arab 
Bank, Minister of Finance. Information from the same source says 
that the leaders of the Istaklalists have decided finally to support 
the candidature of Abdullah for the crown of Transjordan. In this 
case, the portfolio for Foreign Affairs would be offered to Auni Bey 
Abdul Hadi. The name of Issa Al Issa, proprietor of the news- 
paper FALASTIN, is mentioned as candidate for the position of 
Chief of Propaganda and Press of the first “ Palestine-Transjordan " 
Government. 


Shooting Breaks Out Again

Prisoners at Acre: Arab Strike 


Arabs in Haifa and Acre declared a strike on Saturday as a protest 
against the detention of 195 Arabs in Acre Prison under the Prevention 
of Crimes Ordinance. A number of Arab shops were closed. The 
strike in Haifa followed a visit on the previous day by Auni Bey 
and Subhi el Khadra, who, it appears, were responsible for bringing 
it about. 

Later. the Mufti of Jerusalem, accompamed by other Arab leaders, 
visited the High Conmussioner in connection with the detention of the 
Arabs in Acre. They submitted to him a protest against the granting 
of the labour schedule, and requested that the prsoners held in Acre 
prison for incitement should be released. 

The strike in Haifa and Acre did not last very long, because it was 
learned that the Government had promised the Arab leaders that 
eighty prisoners would be releasect.

Hopes are entertained that the steamer Tel-Aviv,” which was 
for some time operating as ar all.Jewish service between Haifa and

£31,000, It is intended that she shall go into the Chinese coastal 
service. The “Tel-Aviv” cost the Palestine Shipping Company 
£30,000 when she was purchased, and operated at a heavy loss from 
the summer of 1955, when she was first commissioned. The Com. 
pany was liquidated owing to the difficulties it found in competing 
with the Italian shipping companies which operated at cut rates, 
and it was unable to cover its loss, as it bad been hoped, from 
outside sources. 


Compensation for Riot Victims 
ONE HUNDRED JEWISH FAMILIES TO BENEFIT 


According to the Palcor Agency, the Government will shortly 
begin to make payments to the families of the victims killed during 
the disturbances. Payments will be made at the rate of £250 per 
breadwinner killed. A Commission consisting of Government 
Officials is shortly to be appointed to assess the claims. The 
question of compensation for damaged property has not yet been 
settled. Approximately 100 Jewish families and 50 Arab families 
will receive compensation from the Government. ‘There will be no 
compensation for those who lost their lives while attacking the 
troops and the police. 


Inauguration of Kfar Shmaryahu 


Following the second anniversary of the death of Dr. Schmaryva 
Levin, the inauguration of Kfar Shmarvahu, which is being established 
as a Moshay for nuiddle-class German Jews, will take place. The Hugh 
Commussioner, Sir Arthur Wauchope, will be present at the inaugura- 
tion and will plant the first tree in the Levin Park, towards which he 
reeently donated £1,000.

COMPANY INCREASES CAPITAL 


At a general meeting of shareholders of the Palestine Marine 
Trust in Tel-Aviv it was decided to increase the capital from

HANDLING YOUR PETS 


are often frightened into mischievous acts by mishandling. 
There is an idea that a dog ora cat can be lifted up in any slip-shod 
manner.

In a letterto Tur Tives, this week, Major H. L. Nathan, M.P., called 
attention to some problems that are affecting the progress of muni 
cipal housing schemes at the present time. He said that despite the fact 
that some 3,250,000 new houses have been provided in England and Wales 
since 1919, nearly 500,000 more working-class dwellings are urgently 
required in connection with slum clearance and for the abatement of 

These new houses must be available for letting at cheap 
rents, if they are to be occupied by the poorer sections of the com. 
munity. The present position with regard to housing costs is disquiet- 
ing, added Major Nathan. In recent months there bas been a steady rise 
in the cost of building. and contract prices are likely to be further 
increased as the Goverument’s re armament programme expands. The 
prices of many materials used in the building industry have been raised, 
while the cost of labour, transport, and fucl is also likely to advance 
appreciably during the coming months. The question of building trade 
labour is becoming more and more acute. In certain districts there is 
now a shortage of skilled operatives such as bricklayers, plasterers, and 
slaters, due to the absorption of labour by re-armament work, 


overcrowding.

In the autumn of that year, the Group became the 
choir for the High Festival Overflow Services held at Wigmore Hall, 
It may be mentioned, parenthetically, that, having regard to the number 
of members of the Synagogue without regular seats, the aim has been to 
make the overflow Services each year on an equality with those in the 
Synagogue; that the result has admittedly been achieved is due in no 
small measure to the work of the Choral Group in rendering the music 
it of the Services. 
In 1934, the Group, in addition to forming the choir for the overflow 
Services, sang in the Synagogue during the month of August whulst the 
regular choir was on holiday. This function was repeated in 1935 anc 
1936, in which years the Group again formed the overflow choir at the 
High Festival Services in the Stern Hall of the Syvnag wue annexe.
